DOG QUARANTINE; 


IN FEAR OF RABIES 


Biting of Two Persons on 


West Side Causes De- 


maud for Action. 


VETERINARIAN ISSUES WARNING 


Dr. l-\ X. sbcrrlck Declares Prompt 


Action Should bo Taken; No 3fell» 
ing. He bays, Ilow Many Dogs "Were 
Bitten by .\uinuU tiiat Itan 
Wild. 


A s a result of the mad dog scare on 


the West Side and the fear of rabies 
which It has left in the minds of thobe 
bitten and amon& the public gener- 
»lly, citin^ns are demanding that the 
city officials take some action toward 
the elimination of stray dogs and the 
quarantining of all others. The State 
Live Stock Sanitary Board, which is 
in possession of evidence of conditions 
here through the reports of cases of 
rabies through Ur, P. N. Sherrick, us 
agent, has made no move to establish 
a general quarantine because the iocal 
authorities 
have 
not yet 
used the 


means at their disposal. 


jDr. Sherrick today declared that the 


danger of an outbreak of rabies is 
very great. 
"We do not know vhere 


it M'lU appear next," he said. "That 
d**& may have come from some o£ 
the surrounding towns and bitten a 
Jarpe number of dogs In its travels. 
We know that It bit three, but it i>?a r 
have attacked 30, and wherever It Lit 
a dog or a person, there is likely to 
be an outbreak of the disease." 


The doctor characterized the situa- 


tion as one that requires immedid..e 
action. He says that conditions here 
are especially deplorable because the 
police hesitate, and with good cause, 
to kill a dog without the consent of tno 
owner. In view of the fact that Wil- 
liam Stoner, a former cop, had judg- 
ment entered against him for shoot- 
ing a dog while in the employ of the 
city 


"When the police hesitate in cases 


of dire necessity, it is the duty of the 
city to pass an ordinance regulating 
dogs and Jive stock, and to back up 
an officer if he gets into legal difficulty 
in the performance of his duty," de- 
clared a well known citizen today. 
Others declared ihem&elves in favor 
of taxing dogs out of existence. 


The head of the dog that ran wild 


on the West Side yesterday was ship- 
ped by Health Officer George Hetzel 
yesterday afternoon to the laboratory 
of the State 
Live 
Stock 
Sanitary 


Board at Philadelphia for an examina- 
tion. The charges were paid by Fred 
Ziter. wiio was bitten by it. 
A tele- 


gram telling of the results of the ex- 
amination . of its brain is 
expected 
promptly. 


Some criticism is expressed of those 


persons who refuse to kill their dogs 
after they have been bitten by a sup- 
posedly mad dog. 
They are within 


their rights in refusing, but they have 
to pen the animal up for 100 days and 
for \iolation of this quarantine they 
are liable to a fine of $100 or Im- 
prisonment.

will await the result of the examina- 
tion with anxiety.
